Should you not do 80, we are satisfied, 
however much we may deprecato violence 
and bloodshed, that violent measures will 
be tesoried to, to compel your removal;

We think that steps should be taken by 
you to make it apparent that you are ac- 
tually preparing to remove in the spring. 

By carrying out ia good faith, your 

ition to remove as submitted to us, 
we think you should be, and will be per- 
mitted to rt peaceably next spring for 
your destination west of the Rocky 
Mozatains, 

For the purpose of maintaing law and 
order in this county, the Commanding 
General purposes to leave aa armed forve 
in this county, which will remain so long 
as the Governor dcems it necessary. 

And for the purpose of preventing the 
use of- tuch force for vexa'ious or impro- 
per objects, we will recommend the Gov- 
ernor of the State to send some compe- 
tent legal officer to remain here, and have 
the power of deciding what process shall 
be executed by said military force. 

We recommend to you to place every 
possible restraint ia your power over the

pendence against an attack 
trom the French or English. —New York 
Sun. 


Russia aad Circassia.— Accounts from 
the Caucasus by the steamer Cambria, 
bring the important intelligence that the 
Cireassians have taken from the Ros. 
‘sians, after some hard fighting and great 
bloodshed, the Castle of Sotcha, on the 
coast of Abisia. Sheikh Shamil had 
arrived at the head of the River Kouban 
with 30.000 men, and had called upon 
ithe inhabitants to furnish one man per 
house, which would make a very large 
force. Wornzoff's troops hive been 
beaten by the Daghistanlees. and three 
or four ship loads of wounded have been 
sent to Crimea. Many of the Poles in

Halberstadi, August 10.— Wednesday 
afternoon the pastor Ronge. who has a 
great many partisans here, ched his 
Reet sermon at Halberstadt, u the open 
air. in the court of the cathedral, and in 
the presence of many thousands of per- 
ons of all ages nod sexes. As soon as 
he had propounced the last words of his 
discourse—which were to the following 
effect: “Yes, my friends, Rome must 
fall, ond will rustling was heard 
in that part of the audience which wa» 
nearest to the pulp#; and a emen shop- 
keeper, well koown for the fervor of his 
rehgrous fauh, ran up to Ronge, who wee 
at the moment descending from the pul- 
pit, and attempted to throw & stone at the 
reverand gentieman. The persons near 
est to this culpable fanatic’ drew bim 
back, and prevented him from executing 
his guilty dewign; but at the eme mo- 
mout a young man struck Ronge a vo 
lent blow on the back with a thick stick. 
@hich felled bim to the ground. Ronge 
immediately rose and took to fhght; but 
sevoral cther persons maltreated him, 
ind it wae with great difficulty, and by 
the assistance of some of his friends, who 
escorted him in the midst of them, that he 
wus able to gain his hotel. A few 
minutes afterward, a crowd of the party 
jor Ronge. went through the streets, and 
broke the witduwe of al! the houses where 
they thought the Roman Cethalics re 
sided. ‘The police endeavored to que 
the riot; but their efforts were useless 
and the rioters cried out for vengeance. 
Troops were then sent for, Detach 
ments of infantry and cavalry uppeages 
and, after several warniogs and summon 
ses, to which thé rioters did not listen 
the troops charged and blood flowed in 
abundance.
